NO. 35(1)T.B./SO.-The Tariff Board have Investi¬ 
gated the case for continuance of protection to the 
wood screws industry and have made the following 
recommendations:- 

(1) The existing protection should continue for 
a further period of 2 years; 

(2) Since the indigenous output cannot satisfy 
even 5% of the Indigenous demand,Imports of 
wood screws should not be restricted, except 
for balance of payment considerations; and 

(3) Government should make available to the 
industry steel wire of the requisite quality 

2. Government accept these recommendations and 
protection to the Industry has been extended upto the 
31st December, 1951 by the Indian Tariff (Second 
Amendment) Act, 1950. 
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report on the continuance of protection 

TO THE WOOD SCREW INDUSTRY 


In paragraph 2 of the Government of India, Ministry of 
Introduction! Commerce, Resolution No* 30—T(l)/48, 

dated 6th August, 1948, the Board has been entrusted with 
the following additional function 

"The Tariff Board is also hereby authorised to main¬ 
tain a continuous watch over the progress of protected 
Industries by conducting enquiries, as and when neces¬ 
sary, on the effect of the protective duties or other 
means of assistance granted, and advise Government re¬ 
garding the necessity or otherwise of modifying the pro¬ 
tection or assistance granted. The Board should also 
keep a careful watch to ensure that conditions atta¬ 
ched to the grant of protection were fully Implemented 
and that the protected industries were being run effici¬ 
ently. " 

in virtue of this function, and since the protection 
granted to the wood screw industry is to lapse on 31st 
March, 1950, the Board has examined the question of conti¬ 
nuance of protection to this industry after 31st March, 
1950. in so doing, the Board has also considered the 
following representations, viz., (i) letter dated 9th March, 
1949, from victor Industries, Amritsar, requesting the 
grant of necessary assistance in meeting the rising cost of 
steel used in the manufacture of wood screws, and (ii) 
letter dated 2nd April, 1949, from Universal Screw Factory, 
Amritsar, pointing out the Increase in the cost of produc¬ 
tion of indigenous wood screws as compared with the cost of 
production and fair selling price estimated by the Tariff 
Board in 1946. 
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2. (a) The Government of India, Department of Commerce, 

Previous Tariff their Resolution No. 218-T (55)/45, 

Board inquiry. dated 3rd November, 1945, referred to 

the Tariff Board for investigation the claim of the wood 
screw Industry for protection or assistance. The Board 
having examined this claim submitted its report to Govern¬ 
ment in September, 1946, in which the following recommenda¬ 
tions were made: 

" 1. Manufacturers of wood screws must endeavour to 
obtain more efficient and up-to-date machinery. 

2. The Director General, Industries & Supplies, 
should make available to the wood screw industry at least 
530 tons of steel wire per annum during the period of 
protection recommended by us The manufacturers of wood 
screws should form themselves into an association and 
order wire in bulk from the wire manufacturers and dis¬ 
tribute it among the Indian producers. 

3. In our calculation of the cost of production we 
have taken the price of wire at Rs. 533 per ton which is 
based on the current price of wire. If this price is 
increased substantially, the measure of protection recom¬ 
mended by us will have to be re-examined. 

4. The existing revenue duty of 30 per cent, on iron 
and steel wood screws should be converted into a protec¬ 
tive duty of 30 per cent, ad valorem and the protective 
duty should remain in force till the 31st March, 1950. 
If during the period before 31st March, 1948, the landed 
cost of imported woo(d screws of the size of 1" x 8" 
inclusive of duty goes below 14 annas per inch gross, a 
subsidy should be paid to the Indian manufacturers equal 
to the difference between the lowest landed cost in the 
preceding half year and the fair, selling price, namely, 
14 annas per inch gross. The subsidy to be given during 
the period from 1st April, 1948, to 31sf March, 1950, 
should be the difference between the lowest landed cost

and 12 annas per Inch gross. The subsidy proposed should 
be paid every six months and should be given on the 
basis of sales during the preceding half-year. The 
scale of subsidy would be applicable only to the exis¬ 
ting manufacturers. So far as the future manufacturers 
are concerned, they should not be debarred from subsidy, 
but in their case the fair selling price should be fixed 
ad hoc on cost accounting of the manufacturer provided 
that in no case should the fair selling price so fixed 
exceed 14 annas per inch gross during the period ending 
31st March, 1948, and 12 annas per inch gross during the 
period from 1st April, 1948, to 31st March, 1950. 

5. Licences to import die steel and high speed steel 
should be given freely to the wood screw industry. 

6. If the wood screw Industry is to be developed 
on a rational basis, the factories must be spread out at 
convenient centres throughout the country." 

(b) The Government of India announced their decision 
on the above recommendations In their Resolution N0.218-T- 
(l)/47, dated 32nd March, 1947, which was as follows:- 

"1. Government accept recommendation (2) and steps have 
already been taken in the Department of Industries and 
Supplies to make available to the wood screw Industry 
the required quantity of steel wire. The Government 
of India expect that manufacturers of wood screws will 
take the necessary steps to form themselves into an 
association and place bulk orders for their requirements 
of steel wire. 

2. The Government of India accept recommendation (3) 
and will take suitable action to implement it. If and 
when necessary. 

3. Government accept the Board's recommendation for 
the levy of a protective duty and have decided to replace 
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the existing revenue duty of 30 per cent, on steel and 
Iron wood screws assessed at present under Item 63 (28) 
of the Indian Customs Tariff by a protective ad valorem 
duty of 30 per cent, till the 31st March 1950. In view 
of the figures quoted by the Tariff Board relating to 
the indigenous cost of production of wood screws and 
the cost of the imported article, Oovernment have come 
to the conclusion that 30 per cent, protective duty 
would adequately safeguard the industry in the transi¬ 
tion period and they are unable, therefore, to accept 
the Board's recommendation that annas 14 per Inch gross 
during the period ending 31st March, 1948, and annas 
12 per Inch gross during the period from 1st April, 
1948 to 31st March,1950, should be taken as the c.i.f. 
price limits for purposes of granting further assist¬ 
ance to the industry. 

4. As regards recommendation (6) Government will grant 
the requisite facilities whenever they are approached 
by the manufacturers. 

5. The Government of India accept recommendation (6) 
and will take such steps as are possible to ensure re¬ 
gional development of the wood screw industry on rational 
lines In respect of the plants to be set up In future." 


3. (a) The previous Tariff Board In Its report had

115,000 gross per year would be necessary 
to render the manufacture of wood screws 
economical. In this connection, we are 


Informed by the D.G.I. & S. that, owing 


to the unsettled conditions In the country after its parti¬ 


tion, It was not possible for the different units, most 
of which were situated in or near the Punjab, to reorganise 


themselves; and that some of them have abandoned their 
plans for installing new machinery In their factories. It 
is understood, however, that these factories have Improved 


their machinery. 
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(b) Owing to the disturbed conditions after partition, 
it was not also possible for the Industry to Implement the 
Board's recommendation that the manufacturers should form 
an association and place bulk orders for the purchase of 
wire. We have been informed during the present Inquiry 
that an association of manufacturers has been Recently 
formed and that the association proposes to place bulk 
orders on behalf of Its members for their requirements of 
wire. 

(c) As regards the Board's recommendation In respect 
of allowing free import of die steel and high speed steel 
to meet the requirements of the Industry, we have been 
Informed by the D.G.I. & S. that so far no firm has ap¬ 
proached them in this connection. The D.G.I. & S. have, 
however, assured us that they would take necessary action 
In this matter, If and when an application Is received by 
them from the manufacturers. 

A, (a) A special questionnaire was issued to the 
Method of pfdddcei’s on 9th April, 1949. A list of those 
inquiry. *hom questionnaires were issued and of those 

who replied or submitted memoranda Is given In Appendix I. 
The D.G.I. and S. and the Iron and Steel Controller furnished 
the Board with information on the question of continuance the 
of protection to the Industry. Information regarding c.l.f. 
prices and landed costs was obtained from the Collectors of 
Customs, Bombay, Madras and Calcutta, and a leading firm 
of Importers, namely. Guest, Keen, williams Ltd., Bombay. 

(b) Mr. S. V. Raj an. Cost Accountant attached to the 
Board, examined tfie cost of production of wood screws 
manufactured by Hind Screws and Metal Works, New Delhi, 
and Victor Industries and universal Screw Factory, both 
of Amritsar. 

(c) On 7th December, 1949, representatives of the 
manufacturers, importers and consumers met Dr. B. V. Nara- 
yanaswamy Naldu, Member, at the Board's office and discussed 
questions relating to production, demand and quality of 
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wood screws. A list of those who were present at the 
meeting Is given In Appendix'll. 


5. Wood screws are used In railways, In the building 
Donettic trade and In other trades requiring 
denand. fastenings. At the meeting of the De¬ 
velopment Committee (Engineering) of the D.G.I. & S. held 
In New Delhi on 16th August, 1949, It was stated that the 
demand on the part of Government departments for various 
sizes and types of wood screws (brass) for the year 1950 
could be put at about 17,000 gross, and for wood screws 
(steel) at about 260,000 gross, of which about 40,000 gross 
would be for galvanised screws. The previous Tariff Board 
had estimated the demand for undivided indlp. during the 
following five years at 2,500 to 3,000 tons per annum. In 
view of the possible reduction In demand owing to the 
partition of the country since the last Inquiry and the 
economy measures being pursued by the Government of India 
regarding public works scbeiaes. It was necessary to assess 
afresh the demand for the Indian union. Quest, Keen, 
Williams, Ltd., a leading firm of importers of wood screws 
from the U.K., has estimated the future demand In the 
country to be between 6 and 7 million gross per annum, 
equivalent to 3,000 to 3,500 tons (2,000 gross of wood 
screws on an average being taken to weigh one ton). The 
D.G.I. & S. have estimated the future demand at 3,000 tons 
per annum. These various estimates were discussed at the 
Inquiry and It was agreed that the domestic demand could 
be placed at 2,000 tons for 1950, 2,250 tons for 19'51 and 
2,600 tons for 1952. 


6. (a) At the time of the last inquiry In 1946, there 

were eleven producers In the country. 

IndigenoMt Of these, H.F. Company and Indian En- 
production. 

glneers', Corporation, both of Amritsar, 
had to close down due to disturbances In the Punjab; two 
units, namely, Naralndas Industries and Budhwan & Co., 
Lahore, are now in Pakistan. There are thus at present 
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seven factories producing wood screws and these are mostly 

* 

located in East Punjab and Delhi. The D.G.I. & S. have 
stated that it has not been possible for any of these units 
to reorganise itself with a view to becoming an economic 
unit as recommended by the previous Tariff Board. 


(b) In their memorandum, the D.G.I. St S. have fur¬ 
nished figures of total production of wood screws in the 
country since 1947, which are given below;-

S. have been converted into tons at 2,000 gross to a ton. 
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We were Informed at the public inquiry that the rated 
capacity of the remaining two factories is very small• The 
total productive capacity of the Industry Is, therefore, 
much below the estimated home demand. Besides, none of 
these units has so far produced upto Its full capacity. 
This lag between Its capacity and the actual production has 
been attributed by the Industry to Inadequate supplies of 
raw materials of the requisite quality and the disturbances 
In the Punjab. Apart from these two factors. It has been 
represented that the prevailing prejudice against Indigenous 
products was also responsible, to a certain extent, for the 
bulk of Indigenous production remaining unsold, thus pre¬ 
venting the full productive capacity being utilised. 

7. The previous Board was of the opinion that the 
quality of the Indigenous wood screws 

Quality of the 

Indlgefloui was inferior to that of the imported pro¬ 
products. duct, particularly In regard to strength 

and finish. The consensus of opinion of the consumers du¬ 
ring our inquiry was that the home-produced wood screws 
were brittle with the result that there was greater wastage 
in the use of Indigenous product. The manufacturers, on the 
other hand, clalnred that they had effected Improvements in 
some of the types of wood screws since 1946. One of the 
manufacturers stated that the general finish and polish of 
the product was much better, that threading and gimlet 
points were now well-formed and that heads and the slots 
were no longer eccentric. The manufacturers, on the other 
hand, complained that, although the quality of their product 
had improved since the last inquiry, the principal consumers 
namely, railways and other Government departments, still 
preferred Imported wood screws. At the meeting of the 
Development Committee (Engineering) of the D.G.I. & S. held 
in Delhi on 16th August, 1949, it was stated that the manu¬ 
facturers, whose factories were located in East Punjab, 
could not take steps to Improve the quality of their product 
due to disturbances there. We are of the opinion that the 
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Inferior quality of the Indigenous wood screws is largely 
due to the inferior quality of the principal raw material 
used, namely, wire, and that the manufacturers could not 
take steps to improve the quality because of the unsettled 
conditions In the areas where most of the factories have 
been situated. 

8. The following Table shows the quantity and value of

The above figures show that there have been excessive 
imports of wood screws in 1948-49 which constitute an in¬ 
crease of about 46 per cent, over the average of the two 
preceding years, while the Increase in value works out to 
70 per cent. 

9. We are informed that the issue of licences for 
Import control. Import of wood screws during the period 
J*^ly-December 1949 was subject to monetary celling and the 
quantities to be imported depended on the availability of 
foreign exchange. Besides, Imports were permitted only, 
against specific demands from consumers. 
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10. Iron or steel wood screws are covered by item 
No. 63 (33) of the First Schedule to the 
Indian Customs Tariff (Thltry-first Issue),

11. A statement showing the o.l.f. price, customs duty, 
C.i.f. prices clearing charges and landed costs as fur- 
t landed costs. nlshed by the Collectors of Customs and 
the principal Importer, Guest, Keen, Williams, Ltd., Bombay, 
Is given in Appendix III. The recent c.i.f. price of size 
1" X 80, which we have adopted for the purpose of compari¬ 
son with the estimated fair selling price of the indigenous 
product is Re. 0-15-4 per gross. Adding to this c.i.f. 
price, clearing charges at Re. 0-0-1 per gross, the landed 
cost ex-duty works out to Re. 0-15-6. 


12. (a) The Board examined the cost data regarding the 

production of wood screws during 1948-49 
by Hind Screws A Metal Works, Victor indus¬ 
tries and Universal Screw Factory. The 
periods in 1948-49 during which product¬ 
ion was fairly normal and for which cost data were readily 
available were selected for cost investigation. A plant 
capable of producing 1.5 lakh gross screws was considered 
to be an economic unit. The previous Tariff Board has selected 
size 1" X 8 G for calculating the fair selling price, as it 
was considered to be the most popular size. We are Informed

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that wood screws of this size still constitute the bulk of 
the demand. We have, therefore, adopted It for .working out 
the fair selling prices of Indigenous wood screw manufac¬

(b) Our estimate of cost of production In respect of 
1" X 8 0 for 1950-51 has been worked out after taking Into 
consideration the following factors:- 

(1) The actual cost of production of Hind Screws during 
1948-49 was considered by us to be unduly high. We have, 
therefore, taken Into account the costs of production of the 
other two units. 

(11) The latest price of H.B. wire as furnished by the 
manufacturers during the Inquiry, viz. > Rs. 684 per ton, has 
been taken. 

(ill) An allowance of Rs. 12 per ton has been made to 
cover the transport charges of wire. 

(iv) Provision has been made for wastage at 10 per cent, 
on the net weight of the screws, 

(v) production has been assumed at 1.5 lakh gross per 
annum on double shift working. 

(vi) The labour cost in this Industry has been based on 
the general level of wages obtaining In the locality. 

(vll) An allowance of Rs. 4,500 per annum has been provi¬ 
ded for advertisement and sales propaganda. 

(vlli) interest on working capital has been allowed at 4 
per cent, per annum on three months* cost of production. 

(ix) A return of 10 per cent, on gross block has been 
allowed.

works out to Rs. 1.030 or Rs. 1-0-6 per gross. The items

It Is clear from the above figures that the duty re¬ 
quired to bridge the gap between the fair selling price and 
landed cost Is 7 per cent. During the course of the Inquiry 
the manufacturers stated that there was considerable pre¬ 
judice among the consumers against the Indigenous product 
and requested that a suitable allowance should be made In 
this respect in determining the quantum of protection re¬ 
quired. We have examined this matter and are satisfied that 
an allowance of 20 per c-ent. would be adequate to offset 
this prejudice. Thus the measure of protection required by 
the Industry comes to 27 per cent. The present protective 
duty of 30 per cent, ad valorem, therefore, gives adequate 
protection to the Industry. As the Industry has yet to 
make up considerable leeway In many directions, It Is not 
advisable to discontinue protection at this stage. We, 
therefore, recommend that the existing protective duty of 
30 per cent*ad valorem Should be continued for a further 
period of two years ending 31st March, 1952. 


14. Besides Its request for continuance of protection, 

Other forms Industry has asked for the following 

of assistance. assistance:- 
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(a) Restriction on Imports; - The Industry has requested 
that the issue of licences for Imports of wood screws should 
be restricted and that Goverraoent should-not put wood screws 
on O.G.L. at any time in future. As already stated In para¬ 
graph 6 above, the capacity of the Industry falls far short 
of the estimated demand in the country. Its annual produc¬ 
tion during the last four years could meet less than 5 per 
cent, of the domestic demand. In view of this and also of 
the fact that the measure of protection recommended by us 
in paragraph 13 above will adequately safeguard the in¬ 
terests of the industry, ,we consider that imports of wood 
screws should not be restricted except on balance of pay¬ 
ments considerations. 

(b) Supply of raw materials of proper quality; The 
manufacturers have requested that special steel wire should 
be supplied in sufficient quantities in order to keep their 
factories continuously on production. In view of the 
variety of purposes for which wood screws are used, we 
recommend that Government should make available to the 
industry sufficient supplies of steel wire of proper 
quality. 

15. Our conclusions and recommendations may be sum- 
marlsed as under :- 

i recommendations. 

■(1) The domestic demand for wood screws could be 
placed at 2,000 tons for 1950, 2,250 tons for 1951 and 
2,500 tons for 1952. (Paragraph 5) 

(il) The actual production of the industry during 
the last four years has been far below its rated capa¬ 
city. (Paragraph 6) 

(ill) The inferior quality of the indigenous wood screws 
is largely due to the inferior quality of the principal 
raw material used, namely, wire. The manufacturers could 
not take steps to Improve the quality because of the un¬ 
settled conditions in the areas Where most of the fac¬ 
tories have been situated. (paragraph 7) 
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(Iv) Even after making an allowance of 20 per cent, 
for consumers' prejudice against the Indigenous wood 
screws, the existing protective duty of 30 per cent. 
Bd valorem gives adequate protection to the industry. 
As the Industry has yet to make up considerable leeway In 
many directions, It Is not advisable t'o discontinue pro¬ 
tection at this stage. The existing protective duty of 
30 per cent ad valorem Should, therefore, be continued 
for a further period of two years ending 3lst March, 1952, 
(Paragraph 13) 

(v) As the industry's production has been very small 
as compared to the estimated demand in the country and 
further as the measure of protection recommended will 
adequately safeguard the Interests of the Industry, 
Imports of wood screws should not be restricted except 
on balance of payments considerations, paragraph 14(a) 

(vl) Government should make available to the Industry 
sufficient supplies of steel wire of proper quality. 
Paragraph 14 (b)
